City Physician Van He bott and Hr. 
M artin Neimrow w ent bi the house in 
Garfield and found Mrs. Cohen in even 
w orse condition than had been report 
ed to them. 
She was suffering from 
melancholia and acute indigestion and 
seemed dazed aud intim idated 
•*1 think s i c U afraid t«* open ber 
m outh." said I*r Neimrow. telling of 
their visit. 
"Sin* bas been unde fid 
mid Is In a pitiable state."

A very prim itive custom of the n a ­ 
tives of the Bering aud arctic coasts 
of Siberia, a custom th a t has com e 
dow n from generations ut savage a n ­ 
cestors. is tile an n u al celebration of 
tile " b a le dance, w hen tile Eskim os 
select their wives. 
W hen the sun moves so u th w ard a t 
tile end of tile short su m m er season 
and the ice closes up the northern 
seas tile w hales com e dow n to open 
w ater. 
Then, in celebration of the 
season's catch, tile ice dw ellers a ssem ­ 
ble for the w hale dance, which last* 
tw enty-one days. 
T h e great dance circle is prepared, 
and in the center the dancers, both 
m ale and female, perform tile m ost 
Buvuge of evolutions and m otions to 
tin? 
accom panim ent 
of 
rhythm ics* 
beating of the tom tom s mid 
w eird 
chanting. 
The dance songs tell of th e 
prowess of the hunters and of th e 
history of the tribe. 
T h e m ovem ents 
of th e women are surprisingly grace­ 
ful. and th**y mean to show iii their 
d ance that. as d au g h ters or a great 
(ample, they arc p o s s e s s e d of ail the 
qualities such 
" o m e n should 
have. 
T h e men execute pantom im ic scenes of 
the hunt ami go through all the m o­ 
tions of the kill. 
Thi*y spear tile ice 
lK»ar, slay the w alrus and seal and 
finally, " U h extraordinary contortions, 
vanquish the m ighty whale. 
[luring the last days of tile f e a s t 
w hen the tim e arrives for the selection 
of husbands aud "H e * , the m an per­ 
form s ills m ute dance before tile wo­ 
m an lie bas picked out 
in pantom im e 
be p r o m ise s to provide ber generously 
with the fruit of the hunt, Hot ti food 
and fur. 
If sin* H pleased wit Ii him 
she walks out and dances her accept­ 
ance and show s how she "ill look 
a fte r

an d is considered a great delicacy,

is eaten raw ami, although it sounds 
repulsive to tit** civilized cur.

afforded the father more pleasure and 
certainly gave him more exercise. To 
chastise a child was in those days 
considered a solemn religious duty. 
There was the book of Proverbs with 
its admonitions, and in the sixties 
clergymen and members of the con­ 
gregation believed that King Solomon 
wrote all the proverbs with his own 
hand except those < xplicitly attrib­ 
uted to Agur.
